2. With regard to independent claim 1 , Snelling et al (2002/001 1 105) teach a liquid 
level indicator comprising a plurality of temperature sensors spaced apart from one 
another, an indicator for providing an indication of liquid level, and a processor operable 
to process the output of at least two of the temperature sensors. Snelling et al teach 
comparing the temperature of a sensor to a reference temperature sensor under 
conditions of a heater heating the sensors, but Snelling et al do not teach or suggest 
determining liquid level of a liquid in a container under ambient conditions (i.e. snelling 
heats the liquid) where the processor is operable to compare a difference of two 
temperature sensors to a pre-set temperature condition.
